I" Marriages have in divers instances been had 
and solemnized in Ireland by Protestant Dissenting 
Ministers or Teachers, between persons being, one a Member of the 
United Church of England and Ireland, and the other a Protestant 
5 Dissenter, and it is expedient to confirm such Marriages; li 5(2; it 
tfjercforc C-natteir, by The QUEEN’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, THAT all Marriages heretofore 
10 had and solemnized in Ireland by Protestant Dissenting Ministers or 
Teachers, between persons being, one a Member of the United Church 
of England and Ireland, and the other a Protestant Dissenter, shall 
be and shall be adjudged and taken to have been and to be of the 
same and no other force and effect, as if such Marriages had been 
15 had and solemnized by Clergymen of the said United Church of 
England and Ireland.

Provided further, and be it Enacted, That nothing in this Act 
tained shall extend, or he construed to extend, to or affect any act 
done before the passing of this Act, under the authority of any Court, 
or in the administration of any personal estate or effects, or the execu- 
tion of any will or testament, or the performance of any trust. 



Provided further, and be it Enacted, That nothing in this Act con- 
tained shall in anywise affect any Marriage had or solemnized in 
Ireland, except such as has been had or solemnized by and between 
such persons, and in such manner as is hereinbefore specified.
